Henry Mangels wanted Mrs. Bern- 
hardine Mangels, his sister-in-law, to go 
to Europe with him as his housekeeper, 
he testified Friday in her $40,000 breach 
of promise suit, and when she refused, 


he asked her to go as his wite. He 
says she refused.

He admitted that he 
gave rs. Mangels a hat, a dress and 
@ watch and chain while she was his 
housekeeper and before her husband, 
Fred Mangels, from whom she was sep- 

arated, died. 

“Didn't you give her a sealskin coat?’ 
Mangels was asked. 

— to my knowledge,’ was the re- 
ply. 

Mrs. Mangels says that Henry pro- 

sed marriage to her in 1901, after her 
usband'’s death, and that she accepted. 
He denied. His version is that he told 
her, if he could sell his business, he 
wanted to go to Europe and take her 
along as housekeeper. He says that she 
agreed ,but that when he did sell out 
in 19094, she told him she did not want 
to go. He then, he said, asked her to 
go as his wife, but he denied that she 
agreed to do this. 

The handshake which Mrs. Mangels 
said she regarded as a marriage com- 
pact, was only an agreement, the wit- 
ness said, that she would follow him to 
Germany if he went there. 

On cross-examination Mangels was 
asked if he went out with anybodv 
else than Mrs. Mangels to the Freie 
Gemeinde, or Free Thinkers’ meetings, 
and replied, ‘“‘not to my knowledge.”’ 

Confronted with a letter to Mrs. Man- 
els, written from Germany, Oct. 8, 1904, 
n which Mangels said he could not 

find a suitable place for a home, he said 
this was only written to Mrs. Mangels 
as a prospective housekeeper. 

Married Soon After Meeting. 

Mangels said he met his present wife 
in Germany, in January, 1905. He mar- 
ried her in February. He testified that 
he was worth $60,000 or $60,000.

SAID TO BE FIXED

Grand Jury and the Circuit At- 
torney Investigating Jail 
Prisoner’s Story. 
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OVERHEARD DEFENDANT 


Case Goes to Jury After Con- 
clusion of Expert Testi- 
mony on Poison.

Newton, tending 
to show that one of the jurors in the 
case of Arthur C. Biles, charged with 
the murder of Robert Harvey, has been 
tampered with. An investigation is be- 
ing made by the Circuit Attorney’s of- 
fice and the grand jury. 

Biles is on trial in Judge Muench’'s 
court. Harvey, the dead man, was 
found unconscious in a vacant lot the 
night of Nov. 10. He had an injury in 
his side, which seemed to have been 
caused by a heavy blow. 

Joseph Brown, who was with Harvey 
and Biles early in the evening, before 
Harvey was found dying, made a con- 
fession, implicating Biles. Brown, who 
was tried and sentenced several weeks 
ago, said that knockout drops were ad- 
ministered to Harvey by Biles, and that, 
in a stupefied condition, Harvey was led 
to a vacant lot, robbed and kicked in 
the side by Biles, 

Jail Talk Overheard. 

The trial of the Biles case was begun 
Shortly after the jury was 
sworn in Cremin made his’ report to 
Newton. He said a Jail prisoner had 
overheard a conversation in the Jail be- 
tween ‘“‘Tabby’’ Moran and Biles. Mo- 
ran had been released from the. Jail 
that day. This prisoner declared that 
Moran advised Biles to accept a cer- 
tain man as juror, to which Biles re- 
plied, “OQ, that’s all right; he’s fixed.’’ 

Moran was summoned before the 
grand jury Wednesday and Thursday, 
but insisted on his privilege of refusing 
to answer questions tending to incrimi- 
nate himself. The matter is still under 
investigation, however, though the trial 
has continued without tnterruption. 

Dr. R. B. H. Gradwohl, the only wit- 
ness for the defense, was on the stand 
from & until 11:45 p. m. Thursday at 
the pight session held by Judge 
Muench, A hypothetical question of 
600 words was propounded to him by 
Attorney John A. Gernez, represent- 
ing Biles. In reply to this question 
Dr. Gradwohl said that the coma re- 
sulting from uremic. alcoholic and 
opium poisoning and diabetes was 
identical.

George Kern Will Tell Why He 
Killed Mother-in-Law 
With Wife. 





ACCIDENT ALSO PLEADED 


Tries to Show That Wife Was 
Jealous and Demanded 
Much Money. 


Witnesses for the. defense 
to give testimony Friday in the case 
of George Kern, on trial before Judge 
Williams for killing his divorced 
wife, Mrs. Mary Lillian Kern, 
July 14 last. Kern is expected to take 
the stand in his own behalf. In ou-- 
lining the theory of the defense at the 
conclusion of the State's e Thurs- 
day, Attorney Harry Walsh stated it 
would be proved that the shooting was 
both in the nature of an accident and 
in self-defense. 

The defnse expected to show, 
that Mrs. Kern took a revolver 
a dresser drawer, concealed it in her 
waist and advanced threateningly up- 
on Kern; that she was shot with this 
revolver -while Kern struggled to get 
ee gg te of it. He intimated that Mrs. 
Annie Lutz, mother of Mrs. Kern, who 
was shot and killed at the same time 
Was a party to the struggle that ende: 
in the tragedy. The killing of Mrs. 
Lutz does not figure in the present 
trial. 

Attorney Walsh stated that Kern and 
his wife quarreled repeatedly during 
their married life, because she expected 
him to give her more money than he 
could afford. He said it would be shown 
that she tried to obtain money from him 
after their divorce in December, 1995, 
and that for this reason she held out 
promises of a future marriage. 

On the night of the shooting, he said, 
Mrs. Kern made an appointment to meet 
her former husband in a Chinese res- 
taurant at Sixth and Chestnut streets, 

the expectation that she would be 

> to get money from him. He re- 
fused to give her the money, and es- 
coried her to the home of her parents, 
3602 North Eleventh street. 

On the way home she became molli- 
fied, the attorney: said, and made an 
appointment to meet Kern at 8 p. m. 
When Kern called to keep the appoint- 
ment, Attorney Walsh said, Mrs. Kern 
renewed her demand for money, hold- 
ing @ revolver under her waist. The 
shooting followed, Mrs. Lutz falling 
across the body of her daughter. 


Much Shorter Than She. 
Attorney Walsh declared that it was 
a physical impossibility for Kern, who 
is 56 feet 7 inches tall, to have shot 
his wife, who was nearly 6 feet tall and 
of large trame, in the manner described 


by the State’s witnesses. Kern, during 
the recital of the shooting by his at- 
torney, displayed emotion for the first 
time during the trial. 

Four women testified Thursday that 
Mrs. Kern was jealous of her former 
husband and had threatened his life. 
Mrs. Annie Owens and her daughter, 
Mrs. A. Appleton, said that one day 
shortly before the shooting they were 
talk to Kern on the sidewalk in front 
of the Lutz home when Mrs. Kern came 
out and cursed them, saying that she 
would kill Kern if she found them with 
him again. 

Mrs. Della Murphy Lillie 
Smith testified that Mrs. 
Kern speak jealously and 
strike him with her fist. 

Statements made by Kern to the po- 
lice after the shooting were introduced 
in evidence, after the attorneys ha 

engaged in a tilt over their admissabil- 
ity. Attorney Walsh tried to have the 
statements stricken out on the ground 
that they were made under duress. 

Walsh said he would disprove the tes- 
timony fof the State that Kern bought 
cartridges shortly before the shooting. 
Mabel Snyder, 14 vears old, told of hav- 
ing carried notes between Kern and his 
wife after they were divorced.

‘Sis’ Thompson Dies Two Days

The funeral of Eveline Thompson, 
fondly called ‘“‘Sis,"’ the 6-year-old 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. William G. 


Thompson, living four miles from Dow, 
Jersey County, Il, will be held Sun- 
day morning at the Cumberland Pres- 
byterian Church in Newbern. 

She died Thursday evening as the re- 
sult of burns received while playing 
near a bonfire in the family yard 
Wednesday. Her clothes were burned 
from her body. Her mother was ser!l- 
ously burned in trying to extinguish the 
flames, and an elder sister, Jessie, and 
a farm hand, Albert Jones, burned their 
hands in trying to save the little girl.

Former Attorney-General Was 
Dominant Figure in Demo- 
cratic Politics.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 22.—H. 
Clay Ewing, Attorney-General! of Mis- 
souri from 1872 until 1874 and mem- 
ber of the celebrated Ewing family, 
which practically dominated the State 
for many years through its contro] of 
Democratic died at his home 
in Jefferson He was 79 
years old. 

Gen. Ewing had been feeble 
health for several months and 
death was due to infirmities that came 
with his advanced years. Gen. Ewing 
has spe nt jis enti ire life in Jefferson 
City, having been born here Aug. 
1828 He represented Cole County 
the Legislature one term and was also 
a Supreme Court Commissioner, a po- 
sition amounting to that of Supreme 
Judge. When Attorney-General Gen. 
Ewing conducted the celebrated suit 
to set aside the questionable sale of 
the Missouri Pacific Railroad proper- 
tv, made by the State during the ad- 
iuinistration of Gov. Fletcher. 

Gen. Ewing's -wife, who died a year 
ago, was a niece of Gen. Sterling 
Price. Gen. Ewing was one of the or- 
gEanizers of the Exchange Bank of 
Jefferson City, of which he was pres- 
ident at the time of his death.

“I'm getting ready to vaccinate my 
land for the spring,” he said. “This 
is the virus. The Government gives me 
the virus for nothing, and the vacci- 
nation increases my crops from 5) to 
300 per cent.” 

Stirring the fluid, he went on: 

“Dr. G. TY Moore of the Department 
of Agriculture, is the inventor of soii 
vaccination. Thanks to him, you can 
fertilize for 4 cents as much soil as 
$40 worth of nitrate would cover. 

“You see, the thing that fertilizes soll 
is nitrogen. Well, there is a lot of ni- 
trogen in the air—seven-tenths of the 
air is nitrogen. And Dr. Moore has 
bred a germ, a little living germ, that 
all its life long works like Rockefeller 
at extracting this nitrogen from the air 
and storing it in the soil around it. 

“This germ is what I vaccinate my 
land with. This germ, put in my soil, 
toils day and night—a fine little hired 
man. To it the air, the free air we 
breathe, is a perfect guano bed, and 
from that guano bed I draw all the 
profit. 

“And the result? Well, a potato field 
yielded 50 per cent more potatoes after 
vaccination; an oat field yielded 
per cent more oats; a wheat field yield- 
ed 62 per cent more wheat; a rye field 
yielded 400 per cent more rye.”

Whatever style is chosen, expensive or 
inexpensive, it should be made in two 
pleces—an outside dish and an inner 
pan of porous earthenware to hold the 
eartH and plants. Even if you choose 
a deep one, it does not follow that you 
will have success unless you buy the 
proper kind of plants. An attractive 
fernery must be entirely covered with 
growth. When filling it, plant to the 
outside edge and the foliage will droop 
gracefully all round. The soil for filling 
should be rich. Never allow the fern- 
ery to hecome too dry, but too much 
water will be harmful. When selecting 
plants, see that they are well 
rooted, with firm foliage. After each 
meal, it is better to remove the fern- 
ery to a cool place with plenty of light, 
and give the foliage a gentle spraying. 
Don’t dress the fernery dish with rib- 
bons and fancy paper, but let it be 
plain and simple.
